Extensive experiments carried on by various State Colleges and Ex- 
periment Stations here in the Middle West have brought out conclu- 
sively and definitely that a combination of alfalfa and Brome grass in 
the right proportion is the permanent solution to the pasture problem. 

My advice to you is to get a permanent pasture started. Don’t put 
it off until this fall or next spring—do it this spring. And as for the 
proper amount of each to use I would say to’sow about 10 Ibs. of Brome 
grass and 5 Ibs. of alfalfa to the acre. Sow it early in the spring—just 
exactly the same as you would straight alfalfa. That is, sow the seed 
broadcast on well prepared soil and roll it in with a corrugated roller. If 
you sow the seed alone, without a nurse crop, it probably will be neces- 
sary to clip it a couple of times the first summer in order to keep the 
weeds down, but I believe you will have better luck using one-half bu. 
oats to the acre and put the whole works in just as early in the spring 
as is safe to plant oats. Then as soon as the oats get up 4 or 5 inches 
high, turn on just enough livestock to keep the oats from heading out. 
The oats will make a good pasture until the middle of June and by the 
time the oats are gone the Brome and alfalfa will be up to where they 
will make plenty of pasture the rest of the first year. After the first year 
you can actually figure on each .acre carrying 3 head of livestock from 
early spring until late fall, right through the hot, dry weather of July 
and August. 

As to variety, I would recommend the very best that you could get— 
My Canadian No. 1 Brome Grass. As to-the kind of alfalfa you should 
use, that doesn’t make so much difference but naturally the low-crowned, 
branching root ‘type like the Grimm and Cossack would probably make 
better pasture, or my -Farm Belt Alfalfa would also do very nicely.
